be more or less obdurate than the local breed. 
If 
more obdurate, we may be sure they are peeved 
already at the liberties w<- are taking with radar and 


a battle for power between labor and m anagem ent 
which have grown too powerful for the best inter­ 
ests of the people 
Mr. T rum an Ls subject to the unrem itting pres­ 
sure of a crowd of m eddlesome-matt ies who are itch­ 
ing to bust up the battle between the unions and the 
corporations by putting the federal government in 
charge of both contestants. Apparently, he Ls moving 
their way. 
The thing most to be feafed Ls not any of the 
possible outcomes of collective bargaining, but th“ 
possibility tha t unions and employers may become so 
preoccupied with fighting each other they may forget 
to keep their eye on politicians. 
Mr. Trum an may be taken into cam p by authori­ 
tarian s who want W ashington to have charge of 
everything 
He has been caught in the middle and 
Is tryldg to find a "better ’ole". 
There is going to be a strong incentive if w'ork 
stoppages increase the people’s desperation to the 
breaking point to turn to the power of the national 
government for a way out of deadlock. It happened 
in Germ any and Italy after World War I. It hap­ 
pened tn Russia before the end of that war. It hap­ 
pened -in G reat B ritain last summer. When the two 
principal elem ents of private enterprise make the 
m istake of relaxing their vigilance against political 
intervention, they both lose. 
Organized labor unions free to operate outside 
government control are an integral part of the private 
enterprise system 
They are as essential to its suc­ 
cess as free m anagement. Americans who have been 
fooled into believing private enterprise is something 
the boss thrives on at the expense of workers have 
missed the m ain point of authoritarian rule, which L« 
to give political authority a monopoly over all de­ 
cisions and the power of life and death over all 
individuals. 
In the great game of political pounce, as played 
by experts abroad and admired by faddists here in 
America, labor unions and m anagem ent are lumped 
together as servants of the state: I. e., of the poli­ 
ticians who call themselves the state. 
Of course the politicians always refer to them ­ 
selves as the spokesmen for the people, just as Mr 
T rum an did when he said both m anagem ent and 
labor were too strong, just as his predecessor one, 
did when he called a curse on "both their houses" 
But the fact is that the people never can be viewer 
apart as som ething with no interest in labor am ’ 
m anagem ent. 
The people are hum an beings who 
labor and belong to unions, hum an beings who m an­ 
age and help manage. 
The only people who have 
nothing to gain if the politicians pounce oh private 
enterprise are politicians.

Neig hbo rly Help Still Needed 
We Americans pride ourselves on being good neigh­ 
bors. and with considerable reason. 
If the family 
next door were cold or hungry, if illness or fire or 
some other disaster had visited them, most of us 
would Instinctively want to help- and do it. 
Most of us have instinctively wanted to help the 
people of Europe and Asia who still live in the 
presence of disaster, though war has passed. Those 
are the people whose houses are burned or destroyed, 
whose fields are starved and unfertilized, whose whole 
system of transportation and distribution and labor 
Is disrupted. 
We Americans had a chance to do something for 
them earlier this year. 
We responded generously 
U.N R.R A. and other relief agencies collected enough 
clothing to help 25.000.000 people 
But tha t contri­ 
bution will aid only a small percentage of the world's 
ragged and needy millions. It Ls estim ated in today's 
China of inflation, scarcity and ruin, there are 200.- 
000,000 people tn need of clothes. 
Henry J. Kaiser, who headed last year’s clothing 
drive, is again directing a nationwide organization 
vhich will attem pt to collect 100.000,000 pieces of 
clothing and bedding. So take a look in your closet; 
and attics. Anything practical and serviceable, from 
lightweight clothes for 
Filipinos to 
blankets

galoshes for Europeans, will be welcome.

Co st o f a Dead Ho rse 
As the money details and guesses of the new fed­ 
eral budget undergo public digestion, there is one 
lum p sum so much larger than the others tha t it 
cannot be ignored. 
Estim ated interest on the public debt In the new 
budget Ls five billion dollars. This sum Ls exceeded 
only by the tentative cost of national defense, 16 bil­ 
lion dollars, and approached only by the cost of veter­ 
ans' pensions and benefits, which will be in excess 
of four billion dollars. 
In a breakdown of the taxpayer's dollar os it will 
be divided by the federal government starting next 
July 1. Interest on the public debt will take 14 2 
cents, largest single item, except national defense 
Defense will take 42.7 cents, veterans’ benefits and 
pensions 
12 
cents, 
and 
international 
finance 
7.9 
cents. 
, 
Those who have not realized yet how high the 
cast of internationalism has risen will note tha t 
international finance Is a Uuger cost item than social 
security, public works and aid to agriculture com­ 
bined—7.5 cents. It is alm ost twice as m uch as the 
cost of general governm ent inside the nation—execu­ 
tive, legislative and Judicial—which will am ount to 
4 .4 cents. 
All other casts of government are subject to drastic 
reduction in an emergency. But the cost of carrying 
the debt Incurred in previous emergencies cannot be 
reduced: in all probability it will rise. Paym ents for 
dead horses in governm ent are no easier to bear than 
for dead horses in private affairs. The m em orial to 
deficit financing now has become at least a fivo- 
blllion-dollar annual cover charge against American 
taxpayers.

Th e gorgon. designed to carry 100 
pounds cf ex plosiv es in its nose, is a 
jet-propelled missile wh ich can be

Th e gargoy le, also jet-propelled, 
carries a 1,000-pound arm or-piercing 
bomb, controlled v isually by radio 
wh en released from th e fuselage of 
a figh ter plane.

Th e glomb. or glider bomb, can 
carry 4.COO pounds of ex plosiv es. It 
is towed by a figh ter plane or patro1 
bomber and autom atically released 
from th e tow-plane by radio-con- 
trol. 
Th e bomb h as a telev ision 
transm itter in its nose wh ich per­ 
mits th e flier to guide it to a target 
wh en th e pilot is not on th e line of 
sigh t.

The three Ohio Ediso n Lo cals and the Management o f the Co mpany hav e 
been nego tiating, in o ur o pinio n, earnestly and in go o d faith and the Co mpany 
is willing to co ntinue nego tiatio ns in an endeav o r to effect a settlement. 


Go v erno r Frank J . Lausche held a meeting in his o ffice o n Thursday , 
J an. 24, o f representativ es o f the managements o f Ohio Ediso n Co mpany . The 
Ohio Po wer Co mpany , The Day to n Po wer and Light Co mpany , internatio nal o f­ 
ficers o f the Utility Wo rkers Unio n o f America, and representativ es o f the Unio n 
Lo cals o f the three co mpanies.

Each co mpany 
has in its o wn right been nego tiating with its separate Lo cals. 


The Ohio Ediso n Lo cals hav e requested the Management o f this Co m­ 
pany to wo rk o ut an agreement whereby if a strike sho uld take place, the Unio n 
Lo cals wo uld permit serv ice to a few cuito mers such as ho spitals, fire statio ns, 
and po lice statio ns. The Management do es no t see ho w it can reach an under­ 
standing with Unio n Lo cals with who m it no w has signed co ntracts that hav e 
no t ex pired and co ntinue "until six (6) mo nths fo llo wing the terminatio n o f a 
state o f war inv o lv ing the United States o f America." 


These co ntracts co ntain a pro v isio n "that there shall be no strikes, cessa­ 
tio n o f wo rk, sto ppage o f wo rk, o r lo cko ut during the term o f this agreement. 


Again I wish to say that the Co mpany realizes its respo nsibilities to its 
custo mers and the public and will mak a ev ery effo rt to co ntinue to furnish elec­ 
tric and steam heating serv ices which is its o bligatio n.
